An  additional  4,000  people  were  asked  late  Tues¬ 
day  to  leave  their  homes  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  as 
ice-jammed  rivers  threatened  more  flooding,  while 
troops  guarded  wreckage  from  a  swarm  of  torna¬ 
does  that  killed  five  people  and  injured  dozens  in 
Oklahoma,  Missouri  and  Kansas. 

The  extra  evacuations  would  swell  the  number  of 
people  left  homeless  in  Fort  Wayne  to  7,800,  offi¬ 
cials  said. 

Three  people  have  died  so  far  in  flooding  in  Ohio  ■ 
and  Indiana.  Mike  Perrini,  a  spokesman  for  the 
U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  said  the  latest 
evacuees,  all  from  the  Lakeside  area,  were  being 
asked  to  leave  by  noon  today. 

Mayor  Winfield  Moses  Jr.  said  utilities  to  homes 
in  the  affected  areas  would  be  turned  off  to  avoid 
fires. 

The  evacuation  announcement  came  just  hours 
after  President  Reagan  visited  Indiana’s  second- 
largest  city,  hit  with  its  worst  flooding  in  more  than 
half  a  century. 


Reagan  hastily  arranged  to  visit  the  city  after 
officials  asked  for  federal  disaster  aid,  which  pres¬ 
idential  spokesman  Larry  Speakes  said  “would 
almost  certainly  be  approved.” 

The  president’s  plane  touched  down  less  than  an 
hour  after  a  tornado  was  sighted  in  the  area.  No 
injuries  were  reported. 

Reagan  toured  the  sandbag-rimmed  city  of 
170,000  by  motorcade,  stopping  to  help  residents 
pass  sandbags  and  visiting  one  of  two  Red  Cross 
shelters  set  up  to  assist  displaced  residents. 

Morning  rain  had  added  to  the  water  swelling  the 
St.  Mary’s,  St.  Joseph  and  Maumee  rivers,  which 
rose  above  10  feet  over  flood  stage. 

Officials  said  the  Maumee  was  at  25.4  feet  Tues¬ 
day  night  and  predicted  that  by  Thursday  it  would 
rise  26.5  feet.  The  St.  Mary’s  was  reported  stable 
Tuesday  night. 

A  major  street  caved  in  during  the  morning  and 
manhole  covers  popped  like  corks  as  the  water  be¬ 
low  them  rose. 

The  Fort  Wayne  flooding  already  has  caused  an 


estimated  $16.3  million  in  damage,  officials  said. 

Fresh  flooding  was  reported  in  southern  Michi¬ 
gan  and  along  the  Illinois  River,  forcing  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  about  50  families  at  Peoria,  Ill. 

Elsewhere,  National  Guardsmen;  armed  with  ax 
handles  patrolled  Bartlesville,  Okla. ,  where  some 
looting  was  reported  after  a  twister  left  $30  million 
worth  of  splintered  homes  and  businesses  and  57 
injured  in  a  swath  three  blocks  wide  and  21  blocks 
long. 

It  was  one  of  23  tornadoes  reported  late  Monday 
— 12  in  Kansas,  five  in  Missouri,  five  in  Oklahoma 
and  one  in  Arkansas  —  according  to  Fred  Ostby, 
director  of  the  National  Severe  Storms  Forecast 
Center  in  Kansas  City. 

“Sometimes  you  just  have  a  wild  day,”  Ostby 
said. 

The  tornadoes  killed  three  people  in  Kansas,  one 
in  Missouri  and  one  in  Oklahoma,  most  of  them 
residents  of  mobile  homes  that  were  tossed  about 
and  flattened  like  toys.

In  an  interview  in  Washington,  Reagan’s  arms 
negotiator,  Eugene  V.  Rostow,  told  The  Associ¬ 
ated  Press  he  did  not  “expect  any  break”  in  negotia¬ 
tions  over  nuclear  missiles  in  Europe  until  the  end 
of  1983,  when  the  first  wave  of  572  new  U.S.  Per¬ 
shing  II  and  cruise  missiles,  targeted  on  the  Soviet 
Union,  are  scheduled  for  deployment  in  West  Ger¬ 
many,  Britain  and  Italy. 

Reagan  challenged  Brezhnev  “to  join  in  real  arms 
reductions”  and  said  the  Soviets  should  accept  the 
U.S.  offer  to  refrain  from  missile  deployment  in 
exchange  for  Soviet  agreement  “to  dismantle  what 
they- have.” 

His  remarks  came  a  half-day  after  Brezhnev  un¬ 
veiled  the  Soviet  decision  to  freeze  nuclear  deploy¬ 
ment  in  Europe. 

White  House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes  said 
Brezhnev  was  merely  posturing;  he  said  the  Soviet 
plan  was  designed  to  divide  the  Western  allies  and 
“legitimize  Soviet  superiority”  in  nuclear  missile 
Strength  in  Europe. 

Reagan  was  in  Oklahoma  City  for  a  speech  about 
his  “new  federalism”  and  economic  programs,  but 
he  began  his  remarks  by  addressing  Brezhnev’s 
offer. 

“A  freeze  simply  is  not  good  enough  because  it 
doesn’t  go  far  enough,”  Reagan  told  the  state 
Legislature.  “We  must  go  beyond  a  freeze.” 

Speakes  took  an  even  stronger  line. 

“Like  previous  such  Soviet  freeze  proposals,  this 
one  seeks  to  legitimize  Soviet  superiority,  to  leave 
the  Soviet  Union  free  to  continue  its  buildup,  to 
divide  the  NATO  alliance,  to  stop  U.S.  deploy¬ 
ments,  arid  thus  to  secure  for  the.  Soviet  Union 
unchallenged  hegemony  over  Europe,”  his  state¬ 
ment  said. 

“We  regret  the  Soviet  Union  apparently  prefers 
propaganda  gestures  to  concentrating  on  serious 
negotiations  in  Geneva.” 

Even  before  Brezhnev’s  latest  proposal,  the 
administration  had  decided  to  pause  in  the  negotia¬ 
tions  that  began  last  Nov.  30  in  Geneva  and  “think 
where  you’ve  been  and  where  you  are  going  next,” 
Rostow  said.  Paul  Nitze,  the  head  of  the  U.S.  de¬ 
legation,  is  returning  home  after  Tuesday’s  session 
for  discussions  with  Secretary  of  State  Alexander 
M.  Haig  Jr.  and  Rostow. 

At  the  same  time,  the  administration  is  devising 
a  strategy  against  a  move  in  Congress,  led  by  Sens. 
Mark  O.  Hatfield,  R-Ore.,  and  Edward  M.  Ken¬ 
nedy,  D-Mass.,  calling  for  a  freeze  in' production, 
testing  and  deployment  of  all  new  U.S.  and  Soviet 
nuclear  missiles. 

The  current  administration  plan  is  to  offer  a  re¬ 
solution  calling  for  substantial  reductions  in  nuclear 
weapons  ori  both  sides.

Four  football  players  and  one  women’s  volleyball  player 
have  either  been  placed  on  university  probation  or  have  left 
BYU,  university  officals  said  Tuesday. 

According  to  Dave  Schulthess,  BYU  sports  information 
director,  freshman  wide  receiver  Glen  Kozlowski  and  fresh¬ 
man  tight  end  David  Aina  have  withdrawn  from  the  university 
for  “personal  reasons.” 

Schulthess  added  that  sophomore  running  back  Waymon 
Hamilton  and  transfer  wide  receiver  Mike  Eddo  have  been  put 
on  university  probation. 

“Eddo  could  probably  play  this  fall .  .  .  but  as  part  of  his 
probation  he  will  be  missing  the  first  two  games,”  Schulthess 
said. 

Eligibility  questioned 

Schulthess  added  that  Eddo’s  eligibility  to  play  in  the  third 
game  of  the  1982  football  season  “would  be  contingent  upon  his 
getting  off  probation.” 

BYU  women’s  volleyball  coach  Elaine  Michaelis  said  Brigit¬ 
te  McBride,  a  5-foot-8  outside  hitter  from  Yorba  Linda,  Calif. , 
has  left  BYU  also  citing  “personal  reasons.” 

“I  don’t  think  she’ll  be  back  for  fall  semester  because  of  all  of 
the  problems  she  has  to  work  out,”  Michaelis  said. 

“Kozlowski  and  Aina  have  withdrawn  from  the  university 
for  personal  reasons.  Because  they  withdrew  in  the  middle  of 
the  1982  winter  semester,  they  would  not  be  eligible  for  the 
1982  football  season,  and  will  only  be  allowed  to  seek  academic 
admission  to  BYU  for  the  1983  winter  semester,”  said  Paul 
Richards,  BYU  public  communications  director. 

Wide  receivers 

Kozlowski,  the  Cougars’  second-team  wide  receiver,  ended 
the  1981  season  listed  sixth  in  team  receiving  with  29  catches 


for  376  yards  and  five  touchdowns.  Kozlowski  averaged  13.0 
yards  per  carry. 

Aina  saw  limited  action  for  the  Cougars  and  had  only  one 
reception  for  19  yards. 

BYU  football  coach  LaVell  Edwards  said  he  spoke  with  the 
players  last  week  and  was  aware  of  their  “problems.” 

“I  don’t  have  any  comment.  I  have  talked  with  them  about 
the  situation.  Because  of  the  action  which  was  taken,  Waymon 
and  Mike  can  still  play  for  us  because  they  are  enrolled  in 
school,  even  though  they  are  on  probation,”  Edwards  said. 

Edwards  added  that  because  Kozlowski  and  Aina  have  with¬ 
drawn  from  school  and  are  no  longer  at  BYU,  they  will  be  lost 
for  the  coming  football  season.  Edwards  did  not  comment  on 
what  impact  the  loss  of  the  two  athletes  would  have  on  the 
Cougars’  1982  football  season. 

Spring  practice 

Schulthess  said  even  though  Hamilton  and  Eddo  can  still 
practice  with  the  football  team  during  spring  workouts,  which 
are  now  in  progress,  he  made  it  clear  that  neither  athlete  is 
allowed  to  compete  until  the  probation  is  cleared. 

Schulthess  ruled  out  the  possibility  of  either  athlete  playing 
in  the  annual  spring  football  game  scheduled  for  April  2  at 
Provo  High  School. 

Richards  gave  no  other  information  on  the  reasons  the 
athletes  have  left  the  university  or  of  those  athletes’  universi¬ 
ty  probation  status. 

“There  are  certain  privacy  laws  which  we  must  adhere  to. 
We  are  a  private  university  and  there  are  certain  standards  we 
follow  regarding  a  student’s  status  with  the  university. 

“It  would  be  just  the  same  situtation  if  anyone  else  had  a 
personal  problem  and  had  it  referred  to  the  standards  office. 
This  is  something  which  we  do  riot  make  public,”  Richards 


Escapee  search  halted; 
'costs  too  much  money'

The  search  for  a  maximum-security  inmate  who  escaped  from 
the  Utah  County  Jail  on  Saturday  has  been  called  off,  according 
to  a  spokesman  for  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Department. 

Brian  Dee  Mower,  19,  200  N.  Main  St.,  Springville,  tied  bed- 
sheets  together  and  went  over  the  wall  of  the  Ironton  Jail  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon.  For  the  past  three  days  Sheriff  Mack  Holley  said 
his  department  has  been  working  with  other  agencies  through¬ 
out  the  county  in  an  attempt  to  locate  and  capture  Mower. 

The  sheriffs  spokesman  told  The  Daily  Universe  the  search  for 
Mower  was  called  off  Tuesday.  The  spokesman  said,  “We  called 
the  search  off  because  it  costs  too  much  money  to  look  for  him.  ” 
He  said  the  department  knows  Mower  has  several  friends  and 
relatives  in  this  area  and  indicated  this  was  also  a  reason  the 
search  had  been  abandoned. 

Mower’s  name  and  description  has  been  sent  over  a  nationwide 
police  information  system,  the  spokesman  said.  If  Mower  is 
picked  up  in  another  state  for  any  reason,  the  Utah  County 
Sheriffs  office  will  immediately  be  notified,  he  said. 


There  is  still  a  statewide  alert  for  Mower,  the  spokesman  said. 
He  said  that  all  law  enforcement  agencies  in  Utah  are  looking  for 
Mower  as  they  patrol.  The  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Department  is 
not  actively  concentrating  on  Mower,  but  the  spokesman  said  all 
of  the  deputies  have  instructions  to  keep  their  eyes  open  for 
Mower. 

Mower  is  described  as  being  5-foot-5  inches  tall,  weighing  125 
pounds,  with  long  brown  hair,  hazel  eyes  and  a  thin  scar  on  his 
chin,  Holley  said.  The  spokesman  said  Mower  should  not  be 
considered  dangerous.  Mower  was  being  held  at  the  jail  on  a 
bench  warrant  for  theft,  burglary  and  contempt  of  court.  “He’s 
not  dangerous,  just  a  burglar.  So  lock  up  your  shop,”  the  spokes¬ 
man  said. 

During  Mower’s  escape  Saturday,  Holley  said  one  deputy  saw 
movement  on  the  roof  and  went  to  investigate.  He  said  the 
deputy  had  Mower  in  his  gunsights  and  could  have  shot,  but 
didn’t.  According  to  the  spokesman,  Mower  escaped  from  the 
jail’s  exercise  yard.  He  said  seven  other  prisoners  watched  him 
go  over  the  wall  but  did  not  try  to  follow.

Consider  the  following  TV-typical 
scenario: 

Two  police  detectives  circle  the 
rape  victim,  hurling  threats  and 
accusations  until  the  cowering  woman 
finally  breaks  down,  crying  desper¬ 
ately,  “No,  no,  no!” 

At  the  hospital,  the  victim  is  mar¬ 
ched  through  a  waiting  room  in  front 


of  numerous  people,  her  tom  clothing 
and  tear-lined  face  conspicuous,  and 
directed  into  an  examining  room 
where  tests  take  place  in  the  presence 
of  a  police  officer. 

In  court,  it’s  obvious  she  hasn’t  got 
a  chance.  There  is  little  evidence  to 
support  her  claims,  her  past  is  drag¬ 
ged  through  the  courtroom  at  the  pie-

asure  of  the  defense  attorney,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  trial,  the  judge  reminds 
the  jury  that  rape  is  easy  to  charge 
and  hard  to  prove. 

But  that  doesn’t  really  matter  — 
the  jury  had  decided  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  that  anyone  who  gets  raped  is  a 
slut. 

TV  image 

Sound  a  little  too  dramatic?  That’s 
the  image  television  has  given  many 
people  about  rape  investigation  and 
prosecution,  according  to  local  police 
and  government  officials,  but  it  is  not 
a  very  accurate  one. 

The  “police  and  hospital  scenes”  are 
a  far  cry  from  what  really  happens, 
said  Utah  County  Sheriff  Sgt.  Lee 
Fox  and  Utah  Valley  Hospital 
Emergency  Department  Supervisor 
Jenae  Parker. 

And  while  the  courtroom  dramas 
may  be  slightly  more  representative 
of  the  truth,  laws  and  court  cases 
have  given  clearer  guidelines  about 
when  a  victim’s  past  may  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  court,  and  judges  in  Utah 
generally  do  not  warn  juries  that  rape 
is  easy  to  allege  and  hard  to  prove, 
said  Noall  Wootton,  Utah  County 
Attorney,  and  District  Court  Judge 
George  E.  Ballif. 

In  addition,  juries  are  becoming 
more  sophisticated  about  rape  cases, 
Wootton  said,  and  less  likely  to  pass 
moral  judgment  on  the  victim  simply 
because  she  was  raped. 

Fox  said  questioning  by  police  is 
usually  matter-of-fact  and  sensitive 


to  the  victim’s  feelings,  and  the  victim 
is  presumed  to  be  telling  the  truth 
until  the  investigation  reveals  other¬ 
wise. 

If  a  victim  is  not  telling  the  truth, 
she  usually  admits  it  sooner  or  later, 
or  investigation  of  her  report  indi¬ 
cates  it,  he  said.  “Those  scenes  in  the 
movies  where  they  scream  and  yell, 
and  the  victim  gets  emotional  and 
starts  to  cry  —  we  just  don’t  see 
that.” 

Hypnosis  used 

In  fact,  a  woman  detective  may  do 
the  investigation  if  it  makes  the  vic¬ 
tim  more  comfortable,  and  hypnosis  is 
sometimes  used  to  relax  the  victim  as 
she  relates  the  incident.  “We  try  to  be 
compassionate,”  he  said,  “and  I  try  to 
explain  why  we’re  asking  a  particular 
question.” 

“We  try  to  make  it  least  traumatic 
as  possible.  We  take  it  as  gently  as 
possible,”  echoed  Provo  Police  Lt. 
Warren  Grossgebauer.  “Our  work 
with  them  is  confidential,  and  if  they 
go  to  court  we’re  behind  them  100 
percent.” 

Of  course,  relating  the  events  of  a 
rape  is  in  a/id  of  itself  unpleasant,  Fox 
said,  and  the  police  “have  a  job  to 
do,”  but  “we’re  not  trying  to  humili¬ 
ate  anybody.” 

“In  the  past  many  women  were 
really  worried  about  whether  the 
police  were  going  to  prosecute  them 
for  reporting  the  rape  and  that  no  one 
would  believe  them.  That’s  just  not 
the  case  any  more,”  said  Brent 


Hawks,  former  vice  president  of  Utah 
County  Rape  Crisis  Intervention 
Teams. 

“The  police  are  going  to  sit  down 
with  the  victim  and  take  the  neces¬ 
sary  time,  not  run  roughshod  over 
her,”  he  said. 

“The  police  were  very  considerate 
of  everything.”  That’s  the  opinion  of 
Monique,  a  rape  victim  in  her  mid-20s 
who  agreed  to  prosecute  and  whose 
assailant  received  a  guilty  verdict  ab¬ 
out  a  year  ago. 

“They  said,  ‘You  only  have  to  say 
what  you  want  to  say,  but  we  really 
need  this  information  to  get  any  place 
at  all.’  ” 

Back  entrance 

Hospital  examinations  also  are  not 
as  traumatic  as  some  believe,  said 
Parker.  Victims  are  brought  by  a 
police  officer  to  the  back  entrance  of 
the  emergency  room  at  Utah  Valley 
Hospital,  so  no  one  will  see  them;  they 
are  taken  to  a  private  room  to  be  ex¬ 
amined,  and  police  officers  are  not 
present  during  the  examination,  she 
said. 

Picture  taking  of  bruises  and  lac¬ 
erations  is  also  kept  as  private  as 
possible,  and  the  face  is  shielded. 
“The  victims  have  accepted  it  pretty 
well.” 

“It  was  a  little  bit  embarrassing” 
and  unpleasant  to  have  rectal,  vaginal 
and  oral  examinations,  Monique 
admitted,  “but  it  wasn’t  too  trauma-

ATHENS,  Ga.  (AP)  —  Georgia’s  All-American 
tailback,  Hersehel  Walker,  said  Tuesday  he  has 
decided  against  challenging  the  National  Football 
League  rule  prohibiting  the  drafting  of  under¬ 
graduates  —  at  least  for  now. 

Walker’s  decision,  announced  at  a  crowded  news 
conference,  means  the  6-foot-l,  222-pounder  will 
remain  at  the  University  of  Georgia  to  play  football 
for  the  Bulldogs  next  fall,  his  junior  season. 

However,  Walker  left  the  door  open  to  a  possible 
future  challenge  of  the  rule  and  refused  to  be  pin¬ 
ned  down  on  whether  he  would  remain  at  Georgia 
after  the  1982  season.

Walker  said  he  believed  he  would  have  won  if  he 
had  taken  the  NFL  to  court. 

“I  still  feel  the  rule  is  unconstitutional,  I  think  I 
can  play  in  that  league,  but  I  don’t  think  I’m  pre¬ 
pared  mentally  to  play  in  the  NFL  at  this  time,”  he 


Jim  Heffeman,  the  NFL’s  public  relations  direc¬ 
tor,  said  from  the  league’s  New  York  office:  “He’s 
made  his  decision,  and  we  wish  him  continued  suc¬ 
cess.”  And,  when  asked  what  the  league’s  response 
might  be  if  the  NFL’s  undergraduate  rule  was  chal¬ 
lenged  at  another  time,  Heffernan  replied:  “If 
someone  does,  we’ll  consider  it  at  that  point.” 

On  his  20th  birthday  two  weeks  ago,  Walker  had 
said  there  was  a  70-30  chance  he  would  contest  the 
NFL  rule  after  discussing  the  situation  with 
NCAA  officials  and  attorneys. 

Walker,  dressed  in  blue  jeans  and  a  satin  war¬ 
mup  jacket,  said  he  never  wanted  to  play  in  the 
NFL  before  his  college  eligibility  ran  out  but 
wanted  the  right  to  play  professional  football  be¬ 
fore  his  college  class  graduated. 

During  a  20-minute  question-and-answer  session 
with  reporters,  he  said  he  didn’t  want  to  interfere 
with  the  system  “designed  to  be  the  best  for  the 
majority  of  people  involved.” 

“By  challenging  the  rule,  I  think  it  could  have 
some  detrimental  effects,  and  staying  at  Georgia 
will  be  the  best  for  me  in  the  long  run,”  said  Walker, 
who  has  rushed  for  3,741  yards  and  35  touchdowns 
during  his  two  seasons  at  Georgia. 

Walker,  who  was  runnerup  for  the  Heisman  Tro¬ 
phy  to  Marcus  Allen  of  Southern  California,  said  he 
made  his  decision  Sunday  after  speaking  with  his 
mother. 

“I’ve  discussed  the  situation  with  my  family  and 
they  are  in  agreement  with  my  decision,”  he  said. 

Georgia  Coach  Vince  Dooley,  who  also  was  at  the 
news  conference,  said  he  was  happy  with  Walker’s 
decision.

A  BYU  graduate,  the  inventor  of  the  first  work¬ 
able  all-electronic  television  system,  will  be  hon¬ 
ored  on  a  commemorative  stamp  in  1983,  said  Jim 
Potter,  a  spokesman  for  the  U.S.  Postal  Service. 

Philo  T.  Farnsworth  will  be  one  of  four  American 
inventors  pictured  on  commemorative  stamps  in 
the  upcoming  year.  Other  inventors  to  be  honored 
are  Edwin  Howard  Armstrong,  Nikola  Tesla  and 
Charles  P.  Steinmetz,  Potter  said. 

“Television  was  a  result  of  many  people,  but  Phi¬ 
lo  T.  Farnsworth,  working  independently,  was  the 
first  to  put  together  a  practical  working  system.  He 
conceived  his  ideas  for  television  as  a  freshman  at 
Rigby  High  School  in  Rigby,  Idaho. 

“Farnsworth’s  genius  is  demonstrated  by  the 
fact  that  the  present  television  camera  tube  is  quite 
similar  to  the  tube  Farnsworth  developed,”  Potter 
said. 

Farnsworth  invented  the  first  workable  all- 
electronic  television  system  in  1927  and  patented 
the  device  in  1930. 

Armstrong  is  best  known  for  his  discovery  of  the 
frequency  modulation  principle.  Tesla  conceived 
the  rotating  magnetic  field  principle,  and  Stein¬ 
metz  has  about  200  patents,  including  improve¬ 
ments  on  generators,  motors,  transformers  in  elec¬ 
tromechanical  operations  and  the  invention  of  the 
induction  regulator. 

“Commemorative  stamps  and  stationery  explain 
cultural  and  history  heritage  of  the  United  States 
and  the  nation’s  achievements,”  Potter  said.  “They 
are  designed  to  instill  pride  in  America.  The  wide¬ 
spread  use  of  these  stamps  is  to  promote  ideals, 
progress  and  heritage.”

IDS  judge 
chosen 
in  Nevada 

LAS  VEGAS  (AP)  — 
Prominent  Las  Vegas 
lawyer,  Republican  and 
active  Mormon  Tom 
Steffen  was  named 
Tuesday  by  Gov.  Bob 
List  to  a  vacant  seat  on 
the  Nevada  Supreme 
Court. 

The  GOP  governor 
chose  Steffen,  51,  a  Tre- 
monton,  Utah,  native, 
over  two  other  final 
candidates,  Las  Vegas 
attorney  Annette  Quin¬ 
tana  and  Reno  attorney 
Felix  Stumpf.  All  three 
candidates  were  inter¬ 
viewed  by  the  governor 
just  before  his 
announcement. 

Their  names  were 
submitted  Monday  to 
List  by  the  state  Judicial 
Selection  Commission, 
which  had  received  ap¬ 
plications  for  the  job 
from  a  total  of  14  attor¬ 
neys. 

List  said  at  a  news 
conference  that  the  deci¬ 
sion  was  “not  an  easy 
one.”  He  said  he  spent 
an  hour  with  each  of  the 
final  candidates  and  re¬ 
viewed  their  records  be¬ 
fore  making  his  choice. 
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tic.  It  was  more  or  less  a  basic 
routine,  and  they  are  all  sensitive  to 
you.

Fears  that  a  case  will  be  lost  be¬ 
cause  of  lack  of  evidence  are  slightly 
more  realistic  than  concerns  about 
police  questioning  and  the  hospital 
exam,  said  Wootton  and  David  Bate¬ 
man,  operations  divisions  commander 
for  the  Utah  County  Sheriff,  but  the 
victim  can  help  by  making  sure  she 
reports  the  rape  immediately. 

“She  needs  to  call  us  right  away  and 
make  sure  she  doesn’t  take  a  bath  or 
change  her  clothes,  so  we  can  get  her 
right  over  to  the  hospital  with  the 
evidence,”  Bateman  said. 

Torn  clothing,  pubic  hairs  from  the 
rapist  that  may  have  mingled  with 
hers,  and  semen  need  to  be  intact 
when  the  examination  takes  place  so 
they  can  be  used  as  evidence,  he  said. 

Because  some  evidence,  such  as  se¬ 
men,  is  perishable,  he  said,  it  is  im¬ 
perative  that  the  victim  call  right 
away. 

If  the  time  of  the  rape  has  passed 
about  48  hours,  Parker  said,  the  hos¬ 
pital  does  not  even  perform  the  legal 
aspects  of  the  rape  exam  unless  speci¬ 
fically  asked  to  do  so  by  the  police. 

The  legal  system  in  Utah  also  can 
help  improve  rape  prosecution,  said 
Ballif.  For  instance,  judges  in  Utah 
do  not  admonish  juries  hearing  a  rape 
case  that  rape  is  easy  to  charge  and 
hard  to  prove  and  therefore  to  consid¬ 
er  the  evidence  extremely  carefully, 
he  said.  Such  a  statement  constitutes 
commenting  on  the  evidence  and  is 
not  proper. 

In  addition,  defense  attorneys, 
with  rare  exceptions,  are  allowed  to 
bring  up  in  court  only  a  rape  victim’s 
general  moral  reputation,  not  specific 
sexual  or  moral  incidents  in  her  past, 
he  said.

And  a  1975  Utah  State  Supreme 
Court  case,  the  state  of  Utah  vs.  Ho¬ 
ward,  said  Ballif,  has  provided  guide¬ 
lines  as  to  when  a  victim’s  past  may  be 
brought  up  in  court. 

“If  the  evidence  shows  forcible  en¬ 
trance  into  the  residence  and  vio¬ 
lence,  then  the  victim’s  past  really 
wouldn’t  have  anything  to  do  with  it 
because  there  would  be  no  issue  of 
consent. 

“But  if  there  is  shown  to  be  an  asso¬ 
ciation  or  friendship  between  two 
parties  that  builds  up  to  the  point 
where  you  have  to  determine 
whether  a  rape  occurred,  then  there 
is  a  genuine  issue  as  to  whether  it  was 
consent,  and  the  background  and 
moral  character  and  reputation  would 
be  a  legitimate  consideration,”  he 
said. 

Besides  laws  and  court  cases,  more 
sophisticated  and  “aware”  juries  in 
Utah  County  are  improving  the  out¬ 
look  of  rape  prosecution,  Wootton 
said. 

“People  are  becoming  more  and 
more  aware  that  it  could  happen  to 
them,  and  as  a  result  are  better  edu¬ 
cated,”  he  said. 

“The  public  deserves  a  pat  on  the 
back,”  said  Provo  attorney  Gary  J. 
Anderson,  who  has  both  prosecuted 
and  defended  in  rape  cases,  “because 
they  don’t  look  down  on  rape  victims 
any  more.  They’re  (the  public)  better 
prepared  for  them.  They’re  more 
aware  that  a  rape  can  happen  to  any¬ 
body,  not  just  someone  who  is  wear¬ 
ing  a  short  skirt  or  a  low-cut  dress.” 

“I  think  as  the  county  becomes 
more  populated  and  urbanized,  we 
will  become  more  sophisticated  about 
this  kind  of  violent  crime,”  Wootton 
said.  “Juries  in  Utah  County  are  be¬ 
coming  more  aware  of  rape  and  that 
it’s  a  crime,  not  a  sin.”
